WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt submitted to Con- 
gress for “careful study” today a 
comprehensive report recommend- 
ing a long-range $850,000,000 Feder- 
al-state health program. 

“The objective of a national 
health program,” he said, “is to 
make available in all parts of our 
eountry and for all groups of our 
people the scientific knowledge and 


skill at our command to prevent 
and care for sickness and disabili- 
ty; to safeguard mothers, infants 
and children; and to offset througb- 
social ‘insurance the loss of earn- 
ings among workers who are tem- 
porarily or permanently disabied.” 

The report, prepared by an inter- 
departmental committee named in 
1935, included a proposal for com- 
pulsory health insurance, which is 
opposed by the American Medical 
Association as a step toward so- 
cialized medicine. 

Roosevelt said\one of the objec- 
ties of a national health program 
was to “offset through social insgur- 
ance the logs of earnings among 
workers who are temporarily or 
permanently disabled, 


What the Program Entails. 

Every wage earner in the coun- 
wy would contribute a small part 
of his salary’ @ gefieral health 
insurance fund, if Congress accepts 
the recommendations. 

Wage earners would pay in ad- 
vance a pro-rata share of the sum 
necessary to maintain State or local 
medical treasuries. From these 
co-operative treasuries physicians 
would be paid their fees for treat- 
ing patients. 

If such an insurance plan should 
be put into operation the commit- 
tee declared, everyone would still 
have a free choice of physician, 
Wut the doctor instead of sending 
his bill to the person treated would 
send it to the State organization, 
supervised by the medical society, 
and receive a check for the total 
of all his fees during a month. 

The American Medical Associa- 
tion contends that such an arrange- 
ment would lower the quality of 
Medical care. 

Disability Payments. 

One part of the proposed program 
provides for temporary and per- 
manent disability payments to in- 
dividuals, using both general tax 
funds and money for the contribu- 
tions of wage-earners. 

It recommended that Federal and 
state funds be provided,-up to a 
total of $165,000,000, for the estab- 
lishment of maternal and child wel- 
fare clinics. Such clinics would pre- 
vent illness and deaths from syphi- 
lis, tuberculosis, pneumonia, and 
many other diseases, the committee 
declared, and would care for crip- 
pled children. 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, has said he would introduce

by 1949 would cost the Federal

Loufks, probably this week,'to begin 
his inquiry into crime and law en- 
forcement conditions in the city. He 
said earlier that he would seek to 
confer with Dyer as to possible ac- 
tion concerning violations of the 
Corrupt Practices Act.

The purpose is to prevent 
corporations attempting to influ- 
ence elections. Violation of the 
act subjects the corporation to for- 
feiture of its charter and to being 
enjoined from doing business in the

Jurist Reeves Tells Grand 
Jury to Look for “Big 
Man” in Racket, an Alien, 
on Tax Charge. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 23.— 
The Government entered the Kan- 
sas City anti-gambling crusade to- 
day. 

United States District Judge Al- 
bert L. Reeves instructed a grand 
jury which he just had impaneled 
to determine who levies funds paid 
for gambling protection and why a 
Federal income tax is not collect- 
ed on such illicit profits. 

The 20-man jury, recruited from 
rural areas, was given an unoffi-

by an agent of the Treasury De- 


partment. The report contained 
information gathered in an investi- 
gation lasting more than a year. 

The judge used no names in his 
instructions, but he referred to 
“the big man” who receives large 
sums from the gambling racket. 
He added the man was an alien. 

“Enormous Income.” 

“There is an enormous income 
from gambling in Kansas City,” 
Judge Reeves told the grand jury. 
“As far as I know the Govern- 
ment realizes no income from this 
illicit gambling. I am informed 
and I know that some persons are 
stripped daily of their savings 
money that is earned by hard toil.” 

The judge reminded the jurors 
they would have to delve into “dark 
and shadowy places” in making 
their investigation. 

He said the Treasury agent's 
report disclosed the investigator 
visited “forty of the large gambling} 
clubs in Kansas City in the last 
year” and talked to about 100 per- 
sons. 

“They told him,” the judge con- 
tinued, “a person would have to 
see a certain ‘big man’ before open- 
ing up a gambling club. For obw- 
ous reasons I omi‘ the name of 
that man. But bear in mind that 
the man who receives protection 
money also is subject to Federal 
income taxes. 

Perry Smith, Springfield, was 
chosen foreman of the grand jufy. 
He is a farmer and stockman and 
a former deputy United States 
marshal. 

One Killed. 

Judge Reeves said the jurors 
wold learn from the report the pres- 
ent “big man” of the gambling rack- 
et succeeded one who was killed. 
This man, he added, owns an inter- 
est in one gambling house. 

The Judge read from the report, 
quoting the agent: 

“In my long years in the Goyern- 
ment service I never before have 
geen anyone who seemingly had s° 
much powr.” ~* 

Judge Reeves said the investiga- 
tor learned monthly payments had 
been made by one establishment.

Movie Operators, Whose

GANGSTERISM IN 
LABOR ASSAILED 


Resolution Goes Over Head 
of International President 


Against It. 


Denouncing gangsterism in la- 
bor organizations, the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, meeting 
yesterday, appealed to President 
William Green and the executive 
council of the A. F. of L. to reor- 
ganize Motion Picture Machine 
Operators’ Loéal 143, which has 


been under the domination of John 
P, Nick for four years. 

The resolution sought A. F. of 
L. intervention “to the end that 
this alleged reign of terrorism be 
stopped and that the good name 
of our central body be re-estab- 
lished.” 

Addressed to Green and the ex- 
ecutive council of the A. F. of L., 
the resolution said: “There have 
crept into the organized labor 
movement of St. Louis alleged 
gangsters and racketeers, who have 
devoted their time to a large ex- 
tent working for their own inter- 
ests and treating their member- 
ship as a side issue.” 

In demanding action by A. F. of 
L. headquarters, the Central Trades 
went over the head of George E. 
Browne, international president of 
the theatrical unions. Browne, re- 
garded as an ally of Nick by mem- 
bers of Local 143 who are seeking 
restoration of autonomy, last week 
sent Arthur W. Lyday of Indian- 
‘apolis, an orgahizer for the union, 
to Lowis to investigate the com- 
plaints against Nick. Lyday at- 
tended yesterday's meeting and 
promised to make a thorough in- 
quiry. 

Nick Under Indictment, 
Nick was indicted by the grand 
jury Jan. 13 with State Represen- 
tative Edward M. (Putty Nose) 
Brady for extortion in the payment 
to Brady of $10,000 from a “de- 
fense fund” raised by movie the- 
ater owners during contract nego- 
tiations with the operators’ union in 
1936. Wage demands of the op- 
erators were not met. 

“St. Louis newspapers have been 
featuring the alleged activities of 
these people in front page articles 
and group pictures,” the resolution 
continued, “This publi€ity has 
brought shame and disgrace to the 
Central Trades and Labor Union of 
St. Louis and the general organized 
labor movement of this district. It 
is now hardly possible for us to, do 
any organizing work. The general 
public looks upon us with scorn.” 
It was disclosed that William 
Schoenberg, general organizer of 
the A. F. of L., was in St. Louis 
early last week to investigate the 
situation for Green, and that 85 
veteran members of Local 143 pe- 
titioned Green for aid in reorganiz- 
ing their local. 
The resolution called on Green 
and the A. F. of L. executive coun- 
cil to request that Browne “author- 
ize your executive council to com- 
ply with the request that Motion 
Picture Operators’ Local Union 143 
have their local autonomy restored, 
and that said local be reorganized 
nder the control and management 
the executive council of the} 
American Federation of Labor.” 

Weston Leads ; 
Opposition to the resolution was 
led by Clyde Weston, Nick's chief 
Heutenant and business agent of 
Local 143, who asserted that he 
agreed with the demand that union- 
ism be rid of gangsters, but asked 
that Browne be permitted to com- 


plete his in tion before the 
Central Tindos tax action. 


“No one should be judged before 
he has been properly tried,” Weston 
said, referring to the charges 
against Nick. “We do not tolerate 
gangsters in the motion picture 
operators’ union, and I know of but 
one regular member of Local 143 
who has served time.” 

“You have heard a lot of hulla- 
baloo,” Weston continued. “The 
newspapers have made a marvelous 
buildup, have you asked what 
is behind 4%? “Is it a teardown? 
When the press attempts to oper- 
ate labor unions, let us hand nm our 
charters and turn them over to the 
press,” he added.

To- 
morrow it will be, and in fact al- 
ready is, other states of Central and 
Eastern Europe where dictators ex- 
tend, first, economic servitude and 
then political servitude. Today it is 
Spain.” 

At a national conference of the 
Communist party in Paris, Senator 
Marcel Cachin declared that the 
only way to save the Spanish Gov- 
ernment was through joint action 
by Communists and Socialists.

While McKittrick said Graves’ 
letter requesting his aid cleared up 
some legal questions as to the At- 
torney-General’s authority to ap- 
pear before and work with the Kan- 
sas City grand jury, it left him in 
the position of being there as ‘an 
assistant to Graves, who has been 
under fire for alleged laxity in law 
enforcement in Kansas City, instead 
of being in full charge of the crime 
investigation, as contemplated in 
the Governor’s order of Dec. 23. 
| McKittrick told the Post-Dispatch 


correspondent, in reply to a ques-

Trend in Costs Down. 


It reported a downward trend in 
power costs. In 1937, the report 
said, reductions affecting one or 
more of the typical bills for resi- 
dential customers were made in 85, 
or 44.5 per cent of 191 cities. These 
reductions were made by 60, or 40.3 
per cent, of 149 utilities operating 
in these communities. 

The report said that in 1924 the 
average bill for 25 kilowatt hours

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SMALL LOAN BILL

MEET OBJECTIONS 


Interest Rate Increase Lim- 

ited to Sums of Less 
$100, Wage As- 

signment Feature Out.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23.— 
Amendments to the proposed small 
loan law, limiting the increased in- 
terest rate to loans of less than 
$100 and eliminating the provision 
under which assignments of future 
wages would have been legalized, 
were agreed to today by Speaker 


John G. Christy of the House and 
Robert Bruce Snow Jr., represent- 
ing the Missouri Bar Association. 

Christy introduced the bill this 
afternoon with 78 members of the 
House, more than half the total 
membership, sponsoring it. 

By the amendments two features 
of the bill which had aroused oppo- 
sion, and to which attention was di- 
rected in the Post-Dispatch exclu- 
sively last week, are corrected, and 
the bill went to the House con- 
fined to the one-half of one per 
cent increase in the legal rate on 
loans of less than $100, and to the 
outlawing of the “240 per cent sal- 
ary buyer.” 

Sentiment Built Up for Bill. 

The small loan bill is advocated 
by the Missouri Bar Association, 
many local bar associations, better 
business bureaus and many individ- 
ual lawyers of standing. 

A campaign of many months has 
been conducted to build up senti- 
ment for it. This campaign was 
based on the theory that the legal 
small loan companies, which are 
permitted to charge an interest 
rate of 2% per cent a month on 
loans not exceeding $300, were los- 
ing money on loans of less than 
$100, and that a slightly higher rate 
on such loans was necessary to en- 
courage the companies to lend in 
the smaller amounts. 

It was contended that the legal 
companies were not disposed to 
make loans of less than $100, and 
that as a consequence borrowers of 
the smaller amounts went to the 
salary-buying loan sharks, which 
escaped regulation under the small 
loan law as a result of a technical 
error in the drafting of the existing 
law. 

However, examination of the bill 
showed that it went far  be- 
yond the representations which 
had been made. Instead of limiting 
the proposed 3 per cent rate to 
loans of less than $100, it proposed 
to make the 3 per cent rate appli- 
cable to the first $100 of every loan, 
and to all unpaid balances of less 
than $100, 

It also contained a provision 
which in the opinion of informed 
lawyers would legalize the assign- 
ment of salaries and wages to be 
earned in the future, a reversal of 
the public policy in Missouri for 
many years. 

Two Sections Revised. 

When attention was called to these 
provisions by the Post-Dispatch, 
Speaker Christy and Representative 
VY. E. Phillips of Kansas City made 
a minute examination of the bill, 
Speaker Christy announcing that 
he would not lend his name to it 
unless changes were made to meet 
the objections. 

Christy redrew the provision cov- 
ering the 3 per cent interest rate, 
makirig it applicable only to loans 
of less than $100, and Phillips added 
a proviso to the salary buying sec- 
tion, specifically stating that it did 
not legalize assignments of wages 
and salaries to be earned in the 
future. 

Snow came to Jefferson City to- 
day and in a conference with 
Christy agreed to the changes and 
the bill went to the House in the 
amended form. 

After the conference Snow said 
that he was still of the opinion 
that the small loan companies need- 
ed the 3 per cent rate on the first 
$100 of every loan to encourage 
them to make such small loans, but 
that it had been decided because 
of the opposition among members 
of the Legislature, to agree to the 
amendments and await experience 
before taking the matter up again. 

He said that the placing of the 
salary buyers under regulation by 
the State Finance Department was 
a long step toward eliminating the 
loan shark evil.

By the Associated Press, 
ROME, Jan. 23.—Premier Mus- 


eolini reiterated yesterday that 
Fascism’s enemies were “too stupid 
to be dangerous” ond indirectly 
warned France not to stand in 


Italy's way. 

The Premier, addressing 150 prize- 
winning wheat farmers in a Rome 
theater, declared that foreign anti- 
Fascists who expected his Govern- 
ment to be troubled by famine did 
not know Italy. He said Fascism’s 

enemies has been dismayed by two 

Italian harvests of 298,870,000 
Sashels of wheat. Nobody could say 
with certainty that Italy would 
have a third big harvest this year, 
the Premier said, but he promised a 
fixed wheat price of about the 
equivalent of $2.15 a bushel. 

“In the memorable September of 
last year I said that professional 
adversaries of Fascism were too 
stupid to be dangerous, I confirm 
it now in the most explicit mar 
ner.” 

Denies Rumor About Vatican. 


Mussolini described as “nonsense” 


a rumor that the Vatican had ad- 


vised the French to “stand firm” 
Fascist cries for French 
territory, and remarked: 

“Stand firm” is easy to say and 
what if in the future there is an 
Italian — and there will be — who 
tells Italians that they must stand 
even firmer?” 

“The Vatican, according to 
French reports, is supposed to have 
advised France to take a firm 
stand,” Mussolini said. “I am ab- 
solutely convinced the story is in- 
famous nonsense.” 

(Mussolini, in an address Sept. 
25, 1938, in Belluno, at the height 
of the German-Czecho-Slovak cri- 
sis over Sudentenland, taunted Fas- 
cism'’s adversaries “beyond the 
Alps” as being “too stupid to be 
dangerous,”) 

Italy’s firm insistence on a deal 
with France in the Mediterranean 
was proclaimed at the same time 
by the weekly review of foreign 
affairs, Relazioni Internationaili. 

The magazine said the visit of 
British Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain Jan. 11-14 to Rome 
did not change Italy’s objectives “by 
a single centimeter.” 

What Italy Desires. 
Relazioni Internationali, in say- 
ing Italy’s objectives had not been 
changed, listed the natien’s aims 
as: 

Insurgent victory in the Spanish 
civil war. 

Fulfillment of natural aspirations 
of the Italian people. 

The latter were left undefined, 
but the magazine said they called 
for “review and correction of the 
ap gulaamaaa and African situa- 
ion,” 

Nothing in the Italian policy was 
aimed against Great Britain, it 
said, but everything was against 
Italy's enemies. It added that Ital- 
fans recognized the French as their 
worst enemies. 

The magazine referred to solidity 
of the Rome-Berlin axis, with a 
warning that any attempt to block 
Italian. and German ambitions 
would “unavoidably cause a con- 
flict to break out.” 

Fascist Italy, it added, does not 
fear war—“long, short, localized or 
general.” 

“The hearts of the Italian people 
beat more than ever on the father-

“It is for you to show the world 
wha ta free people are prepared to 
do in defense of their liberties and 
the ideals in which they believe.” 

“Might Be Forced Inte War.” 

After explaining that announce- 
ment of the plan did not indicate he 
thought war was coming, Chamber- 
lain said: 

“You know I have done, and shall 
continue to do, all I can to pre- 
serve peace for ourselves and for 


others, too. We in this country 


would never begin a war. But we 
might be forced to take part in a 
war begun by others or we might 
be attacked ourselves if the Gov- 
ernment of some other country 
were to think we could not defend 
ourselves effectively.” 


The Prime Minister declared 


modern war was not like wars of ' 


the past. 

“The development of air - forces 
has deprived us of our old island 
security, and in our case, as in 
the cast of continental countries, 
the civilians would be victims of 
attack as much as soldiers, sailors 
and airmen,” he said. “Indeed, 
they might very likely be the first 
victims. 

“For that reason, if we wish to 
protect our civilian population in 
time of war, we must prepare the 
necessary organization in time of 
peace. More than that, we must 
train it in peace, for there will be 
no time to train after a war starts. 

Stresses Voluntary Aspect. 

“One last point I want to em- 
phasize, Ours is a _ voluntary 
scheme. Our call is for voluntary 
effort and voluntary effort alone. 

“There are some who sincerely 
believe a compulsory scheme would 
be more effective. But compulsion 
is not in accordance with the tra- 
dition of freedom which w have 
always striven to maintain. 

“We are confident we shall get 
ali the volunteers we want without 
recourse to compulsion.”

Schirach, Nazi youth leader, pre- 
siding at Dresden yesterday at the 
first anniversary of the “Faith and 
Beauty” movement, now boasting 
a membership of 500,000, advocated 
abstinence from tobacco and alco- 
hol if German ideals of beauty are 
to be realized. 
“We abolished the pot-bellied, 
beer-swilling student of former 
times, and the old cigarette-smok- 
ing, so-called smart society type of 
young wom must make way for 
the modern who through phy- 
sical caning wi preserve her 
youthful elasticity until a ripe old 
age,” he said. 

Yearning for beauty is peculiar 
to Aryans, he said, declaring that 
in the middle ages fanatical priests, 
in hatred of beauty, burned beauti- 
ful German women as _ witches, 
whereas those were of the type 
which should have perpetuated the 
race. 

“We of Adolf Hitler's time can- 
not conceive how a bodily disfig- 
ured person can have a more beau- 
tiful soul than a well-shaped in- 
dividual.”

This is not the story that physicians at 
least are accustomed to hear in the United 
States. Too often we are told that health 
insurance has failed wherever it has been 
tried; that health insurance is state medi- 
cine and that all state medicine is abhor- 
rent. The picture of health insurance as it is 
usually presented in official medical jour- 
nals is a fearsome one. 

It is contended that government will dic- 
tate to the doctors, that medicine will be- 
come the football of politics, that the per- 
sonal relationship between doctor and pa- 
tient will be destroyed, that such a system 
will kill initiative, and that it will mean 
an inferior grade of medical service because 
the doctors will be forced to care for too 
many patients. But we found nothing of 
the sort in England, and we feel that the 
English form of health insurance avoids in 
large Measure all of these criticisms.

_the English health insurance scheme stacks 
Up, point by point, with this official Deca- 
logue of American medicine: 


1. All features of medical service in any 
method of medical practice should be under 
the control of the medical profession. 

The British Medical Association prin- 
ciples make clear that physicians should 
participate in determining medical policy 
and should control medical procedures. The 
actual working of NHI shows that this is 
what actually takes place in Great Britain. 

2. No third party must be permitted to 
come between the patient and his physician 
in any medical relation. All responsibility 
jor the character of medical service must 
be borne by the profession. 

Under NHI, the panel doctors of a given 
area assume responsibility for the charac- 
ter of insurance medical service. No third 
party can come between patient and doc- 
tor without the permission of the patient. 

3. Patients must have absolute freedom 
to choose a legally qualified doctor of medi- 
cine who will serve them from among all 
those qualified to practice and who are 
willing to give service.

HE other Gay a gentleman came 
Te to me at my club and said: 
“T’'ve got a pick on you doc- 
tors. Why don’t you ever do any- 
thing about the treatment of old 
people? You just give us up, when 
we get to a certain age. You don't 
tell us what we ought to do, or how 
we ought to live, or what we ought 
to eat—and there is no place for 
us to go to find out—you just give 
us up.” 

“Well, now, wait a minute,” I 
said. “Let’s get the record straight. 
We don’t give you up. In the first 
place, there is a specialty in medi- 


‘cine, known as Geriatrics. It is the 
study of old age, just as Pediatrics 
igs the study of infancy and chil- 
hood. And there are practitioners 
who specialize in geriatrics and 
have special hospitals for its treat- 
ment. Besides, why do you need 
i?” 

He said because he was 72, al- 
though I can honestly (this time) 
say he doesn’t look it, nor act it. 
He is so active that he gives point 
to the doctrine that 70 isn’t old 
any longer, 

He isn’t at all like that other 
member of my club, who in reply to 
the question of what the worst fea- 
ture of old age was, said, “The time 
after 4:30.” 

When somebody asked did he 
mean 4:30 in the afternoon or 4:30 
in the morning, he said: 

“Both. After 4:30 in the morning 
you can’t get any sleep and after

He is very much alive and 
up-to-date, but he thinks some 
practical hygienic advice would 
improve him. 

So in deference to his request, I 
will consult with the authorities 
on geriatrics and report in the ar- 
ticles this week what their wisdom 
is. 

The picture of old age is not an 
entrancing one, as I am beginning 
to realize personally only too well, 
and I shall touch it up very lightly.

Albania's Monarch, Who Started 
Career as Mountain Chieftain, Still 
Dodges Blood Enemies Made as He 
Fought His Way to the Throne.

Another dramatic episode in 
Zog’s career centered around his 
feud with Baraim 
Tsuri, who had been his mortal en- 
emy for years. They already had 
plenty of scores to settle when they 
added one more by falling in love 
with the same girl, the daughter of 
an old warrior named Yussuf. The 
girl preferred Zog, but her father 
favored Tsuri, with whom he was 
politically allied against Zog. Tsuri 
joined the uprisings in 1924 that 
forced Zog to flee the country, and 
when the latter returned from exile 
to power he found that the girl had 
committed suicide during his ab- 
sence. He tracked “suri down and 
killed him in a duel during which 
he himself received a wound that 
nearly paralyzed his left arm. 

* . - 

W ever Zog either tired of the 

Albanian girls or decided that 
it would be safer to seek romantic 
adventure beyond the frontiers of 
his native country. The year 1931 
found him the gay Lothario of Vi- 
enna. where he went as often as 
he could get away from his royal 
duties with reasonable assurance 
that his mountaineer subjects would 
await his return before their annual 
uprising, rather than start shooting 
during the abbence of their favor- 
ite target. 

First, there was Alla, the rhumba 
dancer, whose gyrations in a Vien- 
nese night club caught the Albanian 
monarch’s. fancy. Almost before 
she knew exactly where she was 
going, Zog had her back in Tirana 
for a series of “command” perform- 
ances. at his palace. 

Then the King made a mistake 
he quickly repented. Bee Jackson, 
the American dancer, was the rage 
of Vienna's night life at the time 
and Zog made a beeline for Bee, to 
put it simply. He met her at the 
stage door one night and asked her 
how she would like to make a little 
trip to Tirana, “the most interest- 
ing city in the world.” But Bee 
had heard all about those lit- 
tle trips to Tirana — and the 
like before. She slapped 
Zog’s face and the rest of 
what she said was not in printable 
language although she later trans- 
lated it for publicity purposes into 
“How dare you!” 

Zog went through the titian- 
haired period too, but he didn’t tar- 
ry as long as his fellow Balkan, 
King Carol. He fell in love with 
a beautiful Viennese dancing girl, 
Francesca Janko, whose locks were 
just as flaming-hued as Madame 
Lupescu’s, They were constant 
companions, And when newspaper- 
men finally cornered Mile. Janko 
alone one day she confided ele- 
gantly: 

“The King has forbidden me to 
talk. But—I can say he has been 
very, very nice. He is just too 
wonderful for words.”

Zog was on his way one night to 
meet the dancer and take her to 
the opera, when two of his exiled 
Albanian enemies sprang out of a 
shadow and opened fire on him as

He made up his mind about that 
time that romance in Vienna could 
be almost as perilous as romance 
in Albania. So home he went, a sad 
but wiser king, who began to think 
maybe it was time to settle down 
after all and get married. Shortly 
after his return, Zog staged a na- 
tional beauty contest, but if this 
was to have been the royal matri- 
monial sweepstakes, the result was 
far from auspicious. The girl 
whose picture the King personally 
selected as the winner had been 
entered under a fake name, it de- 
veloped, and she couldn't be located 
anywhere. 

By 1935, Zog found himself not 
only without a bride but without 
enough money in the national 
treasury to meet some of his bills. 
In this crisis, the fertile brain of 
Albania’s monarcn hit upon a bold 
plan to kill two birds with one 
stone. He announced he would 
marry any presentable American 
heiress who could bring him a dow- 
ry of $1,000,000 or more cash. Zog 
had read glowing accounts in the 
European magazines about the im- 
poverished princes who had re- 
couped their lost fortunes by 
marrying American girls. After 
all, if a Prinee could do _ it, 
why not a King? But Zog’s offer 
arrived on the scene too late, 
for by that time, what with 
the depression and the New 
Deal, there were scarcely any mil- 
lion-dollar American heiresses left. 
Even Barbara Hutton, the five-and- 
dime heiress, had already been 
picked ‘off by Prince Alexis Mdi- 
Vani. 

As for Zozg’s countrymen, they 
didn’t feel any more kindly dlis- 
posed toward the prospect of an 
American Queen than they did to- 
ward any other foreigner. And 
one of them conveyed these senti- 
ments in January of 1935 by tossing 
a bomb into the library window 
of the palace at Tirana just as the 
King, with his usual good tuck, 
walked into an adjoining room and 
barely missed being blown to hits. 

When there were no takers of 
Zog’s offer to share his throne 
with an American heiress, the King 
reconciled himself to ekeing out of 
diplomacy what he couldnt reap 
from matrimony. 


After he passed 40 mark, 
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however, without a bride in sight, 
the King of the Albanians began to 
get frantic. What would happen 
to his dynasty if one of those 
mountaineer bullets happened to 
fulfill its intended mission”? He 
had neither a Queen nor a son. 


Zog mustered his sisters into the 
search. He told them to keep their 
eyes open during their frequent 
visits to Budapest of which they 
were as fond as their brother was 
of Vienna. And it was in Budapest 
that they met the charming, young 
Countess Geraldine Apponyi during 
the latter months of 1937.

his father died and his mother who 
already had great ambitions for her 
handsome son, decided to send him 
to school in Constantinople. He 
went to the famous Galata prepar- 
atory school but he showed little 
brilliance in his studies until he 
finally got his mother’s permission 
to transfer to a miitary academy. 


On Nov. 28, 1912, when Ismail 
Kemal Bey proclaimed Albania in- 
dependent, at his side was the 
young Mati commander, Ahmet Zog, 
who had just won his first spurs 
in battle. .The next year, the big 
powers sanctioned Albania’s inde- 
pendence and, after a frantic search 
for a prince who would assume the 
hazardous task of ruling the new 
principality, the German Prince, 
William of Wied, finally accepted 
the job. 

But the World War started in 
1914, Albania was torn by new con- 
flicts and the Prince of Wied fled 
in terror of his life. 

By that time—not yet 20 years 
of age—Zog was already a Colonel 
in the nondescript Albanian army 
he had formed around him with 
his loyal Mati tribesmen as a nu- 
cleus. The youth was a military 
power to be reckoned with and 
when the Austrians occupied Al- 
bania during the war they handled 
him with kid gloves. They “in- 
vited” him to join the Austrian 
[forces with which he served until 
the end of the war. He returned to 
Albania indisputably the  best- 
trained officer in the country. He 
was made commander-in-chief of 
the army under the provisional “re- 
gency” government which had been 
formed as a result of the upheavals 
of 1914-18. It was neither a repub- 
lic nor a monarchy. And it was so 
unstable that one premier after an- 
other was forced to flee by horse- 
back to the nearest frontier. 


During the most crucial of these 


revolts, young Zog, at that time a 
military veteran of 25, marched a 
carefully picked shock batallion of 
about 1200 Mati riflemen into the 
capital itself and re-established or- 
der without having to fire a shot. 
As a reward, the new Premier, 
Xhafer Ypi, made Zog Minister of 
the Interior, his first political post. 

Another revolt followed shortly 
thereafter and all of the members 
of the Cabinet except Zog fled.

ital out of the incident which em- 
barrassed the Albanian Govern- 
ment in the eyes of the civilized 
world. Zog was blamed for the 
killings and a nationwide revolu- 
tion broke out that was so over- 
whelming he resigned 

and went into exile on June 198, 
1924. 

The revolutionists called Bishop 
Noli over from Boston and made 
him the new Prime Minister. Zog 
was indicted for alleged complicity 
in the murder of the two Amer- 
icans. With a Prime Minister from 
Boston and an indictment against 
Zog for the murder, Albanians fig- 
ured the United States would be 
amply appeased. 

Zog had escaped to Yugoslavia 
where he laid careful plans for a 
counter-revolution. He got open 
support of troops and money from 
Yugoslavia and on Dec. 2, 1924, he 
suddenly reappeared in Albania at 
the head of a motley army of Al- 
banians, Serbs and White Russian 
exiles. The mountaineers flocked 
to his standard again and Bishop 
Noli fled back to Boston where he 
has since resumed his calmer du- 
ties as shepherd of the Albanian 
flock there. 


ACK in power, Zog lost no time 

in consolidating his authority 

with all the ruthlessness at his 
command, At the least suggestion of 
an uprising, there was a mass hang- 
ing followed by the usual public 
exhibition of the dead bodies. 

He called a constitutional assem- 
bly together, railroaded through a 
now constitution and had himself 
proclaimed President of the Repub- 
lic in January of 192d. 

By the Treaty of Tirana, conclud- 
ed in 1926 after considerable dip- 
lomatic shenanigans on both sides, 
Italy promised to lend Zog $10,000,- 
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000 in instalments. It was during 
the temporary halt in these pay- 
ments due to Zog’s failure to meet 
the interest charges that the Al- 


banian ruler sought frantically in} _

As 
they stood aghast, a motley-look- 
ing lot, not knowing which way to 
shoot first, Zog staggered into the 
room with a smoking revolver in 
his hand. He walked to his chair, 
leaving a track of dripping blood 
behind him, and mastered the pain 
of his three wounds long enough 
to shout: 

“Put away your guns. 
It’s all over now.” 

A few minutes later, a doctor 
who had heard the shooting, rushed 
into the hall and quickly dressed 
Zog’s wounds which were not seri- 
ous. 

The would-be assassin who turned 
out to be the member of a secret 
political society seeking to over- 
throw the existing Government, had 
been standing only a few feet from 
Zog when he fired his revolver 
point-blank. Zog leaped at him as 
one bullet pierced his left arm, an- 
other his left hand, and a third 
his thigh. With his right hand, 
Zog grabbed the young man’s 
weapon and kicked him back into 
the arms of a gendarme who had 
just appeared on the scene. 


Be calm. 


Meanwhile, a new movement for 
land reforms was started by a small 
group of the Albanian “intelligent- 
sia” opposed to the high-handed 
methods of Premier Zog. It is said 
that the Albanians in America 
raised a “war chest” of $50,000 to 
help drive Zog’s regime out of 
power. 


The guiding spirit was Monsignor 
Fan Noli, the Orthodox Bishop of 
the Albanian Christian colony in 
Boston, who had been educated at 
Harvard where he got his A. B. 
degree in 1908 An idealist who 
dreamed of establishing a progres- 
sive democratic government in Ti- 
rana modeled after the United 
States, Bishop Noli had no practical 
experience as a politician. 

Fate played into his hands. Two 
wealthy American tourists, George 
de Long and Robert Coleman, were 
driving their car over the lonely, 
rugged mountain road between Ti- 
rana and Scutari when they were 
suddenly attacked by mountain brig- 
ands and shot to death near Ma- 


muras. Zog’s enemies made cap- 


most dangerous bailiw! 
mounthins. He tore down rickety | 
old wooden bridges and replaced 
them with modern spans of steel 
and concrete. He transformed Ti-| 
rana itself from a squalid Turkish 
village to a thriving modern city 
with broad avenues and comfortable 
residences. He established banks 
and opened a daily airplane service 
from the capital. 

In less than five years, Albania) 
zoomed down from the Dark Ages 
to the twentieth century. It has 
no railroads and little need for them 
because the ruggedness of the coun- 
try is better served by fast motor 
and airplane transportation. As M. 
W. Fodor so aptly points out in 
his book, “South of Hitler, “Albania 
is the only European country that 
never had a railway age. It jumped 
from mule to the automobile and 
the airplane.” | 

Zog opened hospitals and schools. 
He permitted the Rockefeller Foun-| 
dation and the Red Cross. help 
eradicate malaria from the swamp- 
lands. He ordered all heads of fam- 
ilies to adopt surnames, a novelty) 
for many of the mountaineers. He 
established a semblance of law and 
order in the country, although, al- 
most every year one of the wilder 
remnants of the old clans goes on 
a rampage in the mountains and) 
starts shooting up Government offi- 
cials in protest against Zog’s new-| 
fangied system. | 

It was bad enough that the fine 
old Albanian sport of blood feuds 
was made illegal and supplanted by, 
such tame devices as courts and 
judges and prisons. But when Zog, 
had the. audacity to issue an edict 
ordering all the Mosle:. women to: 
discard their veils, and hinting they 
could now consider themselves their 


husband's equals, the mountaineers 


decided that was the last straw—| 
and an unwarranted invasion of 
“private property” rights, 

And so, when the Albanian Par-' 
liament voted that any woman 
found wearing a _ veil 
fined the equivalent of $385, there) 
was another revolt. According to 
the standards of life in Albania 
such a fine could be met possibly 
by selling out one’s goats and fire- 
arms, but never in cash. 


Zog’s troops managed to crush’ 
the revolt and its leader, Ethem 
Toto, was tracked down and killed.| 
After that, the name Zog, scrawled

For good measure, the self-made 
King took the additional title of 
Skanderbeg III, in honor of the 
fiery Albanian princeling who five 
centuries earlier had temporarily 
beaten off the Turkish yoke and 
set up a short-lived independent Al- 
bania.
